If  peas  are  for  fertilizer,  sow 
brae  quantity  after  same  preparation  as  for  hay;  turn  under  when  peas  are  in  bloom.  If  farmers 
will  first  roll  and  disk  peas,  they  will  turn  under  very  much  easier  and  be  more  satisfactory.  For  a 
fertilizer,  especially  to  be  followed  by  wheat  or  corn,  they  are  simply  the  best.  Southern  Cow  Pea 
belongs  to  the  bean  family,  therefore  must  not  be  sown  until  the  ground  is  thoroughly  warm  and 
all  danger  from  frost  is  past.  They  have  been  grown  by  dairymen  with  very  satisfactory  results, 
following  winter  rye,  which  was  cut  green  in  June  for  dairy  cows,  then  stubble  turned  underand 
sown  to  mixed  peas  and  oats,  furnishing  a large  amount  of  forage  in  August,  when  grass  pastures 
are  usually  short,  and  producing  a supply  of  milk  as  abundant  as  in  early  summer  months.  As  a 
fertilizer  they  come  next  to  clover,  to  be  plowed  under  when  they  commence  to  blossom.  They  will 
grow  on  land  that  will  not  produce  clover.
